Chicago, June 5.—(S- 1.)—On 
the eve of convention week fol- 
lowing a week of turmoil, incrimi- 
nations and reincriminations, in 
making a temporary roll of dele- 
gates, the republican party tonight 
finds itself split into factional 
threads with no mas ‘hand to 
weave the ends into a trong and 
tightened cord. While is true 
as to the party as a unit is also 
palpable that there is no eodore 
Roosevelt here as in 1912 to whip 
the followers of insurgency against 
old guard bassions into a compact

“favorite sons” are scurrying 
around in the storm’s wake to see 


if the lightning will not strike them. 
> Hughes and Knox are the most 


prominently-mentioned in the class. 
while Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
who will get the New York delega- 
tion on the first ballot, is hoping 
for a repetition of the Baltimore 
democratic convention in 1912. 

Governor Sproul, of Pennsy!vania, 
reached Chicago tonight with seven- 
ty-five votes in his pocket for him- 
self as a starter if he wants t 
Lowden Still Leadiag. 

However, while all of this gossip 
is made necessary by the rapidly- 
changing conditions following al- 
leged delegate scandals in the south, 
the fact remains that Lowden to- 
night is the lead -¢ candidate de- 
apite the charges of-bartered dele- 
gates and fraudulent manipulations 
in Georgia and elsewhere in the 
southern states. 

This does not mean that he will 
be nominated, for in becoming the 
leading candidate by gaining back 
in the last thirty-six hours the 
ground that he lost so rapidly on 
‘Wednesday and Thursday, he be- 
comes also the target for the ar- 
rows of all other candidates and 
their campaigners with the added 
burden of his political enemies in 
his own state, headed by Mayor 
Thompson, of Chicago, grabbing the 
temporary spotlight to throw their 
own grievances against him on the 
ecreen. 

-From a careful appraisement of 
the situation tonight the first bal- 
lot estimates are as follows: Wood, 
275: Lowden, 230; Johnson, 170. 
Scattered among favorite sons. 
necessary to a choice, 492. 

The reader must reconcile the fact

NINE ARRESTS MADE 
AFTER PISTOL FIGHT 


Fourth Participant in the 
Game Is Wounded, But 
Escapes — Officers Say 
Negro Refused to Drop 
Gurr When Ordered. 


City Detective Claude J. Jame- 
son died Saturday at midnight at 
Grady hospital, as the result of a 
pistol battle between detectives and 
negro gamblers at 10 
o’clock Saturday night, when the 
dwelling in the rear of 432 Chest- 
nut street was raided. 

Three negroes were killed in the 
fight. They were Flipper Harvard, 
‘Ed Peake and Jim B. Hayes. An 
unknown negro was shot at very 
close range, but made his escape. 

Nine negroes are behind bars at 
police station, charged with partici- 
pation in’the affair. They are M. 
Cc. Jones, of 11 Ernest alley; Hol- 
Ms DuBose, of 318 Griffin street; 
Pater Jackson, of 3 Newport street; 
Oscar Williams, of 116 Bellwood 
avenue; Joe Grove, of 60 Everett 
street; Quit Sims, of 336 Magnolia 
street; Arthur Sims, of 334 Magnolia 
street; Nealey Long, of 324 Griffin 
street, and Keys DuBose, of 318 
Griffin street. 

Officers in Raid. 

In the party of officers raiding 
the house, where a dice game was 
in progress, in addition to the of- 
ficer who was killed, were City De- 
tectives Howell, Hornsby, Arm- 
strong, Cody and Mosely. Entrance 
to a front room of the house was 
gained by forcing the front door. 

The game was in progress in a 
rear room, with the only connecting 
door to the front room occupied by 
tthe offficers heavilly barred and 


loeked. According to the officers, 
the players were commanded to 
open the barred door, and in answer 
to the command Ed Peake opened 
the door with a pistol in hand. 

The negro was told to drop the 
gun, but instead he began firing 
and was killed by Detective Arm- 
strong. Jim B. Hayes was shot to 
the floor by Officers Howell and 
Hornsby as he leveled his gun at 
Howell’s head. Howard was killed 
as he was drawing a pistol on Of- 
ficer Mosely. It is not known who 
killed Jameson. 

Call Sent Headquarters. 


As soon as the raid developed. 


into a battle a eatl was sent to head- 
quarters and in the touring car of 
P. P. Jackson, a bondsman, a party 
of officers rushed to the scene. They 
were Chief of Detectives J. Lamar 
Poole, Detective Lieutenant R. L. 
Waggoner, Detectives Whitley and 
Powers and Police Call Officers 
J. E. McDaniel and J. H. Davis. 

Detective Jammeson, whose bbody 
was riddled with bullets in the bat- 
tle, was rushed to Grady hospital. 
Several bullets had pierced his chest 
and abdomen, and exactly at mid- 
night, he epired. He was shot fofur 
times. 

Detective Jamesson ccame on the 
force on November 13, 1905. He lived 


Survivine him 
Dynis wife and four children. The 
children are Ernest, aged 17, who 
works for a department store; Ewell, 
aged 14, a student at Boys’ High 
school, and two younger children.

FITZGERALD SAYS 


STRIKE MUST END 


Railroad Clerks Who 
Fail to Return to Work 
Will Be Expeiled From 
Order, States Brother- 
hood Leader. 


Cincinnati, June 5.—All members 
of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks now on strike in the south- 
east who do not return to work 
will be expelled from the order, 
President Edward H. Fitzgerald 
said here tonight. Mr. Fitzgerald 
is en route to Atlanta to take per- 
sonal charge of the strike situa- 
tion. ’ 

“We intend to live up to our 
agreements, ordinances of our or- 
der and the laws of the country, 
and mean to purge our ranks of 
those who refuse,” Mr. Fitzgerald 
said. 

“We shall insist that every mem- 
ber of the brotherhood return to 
work on all roads affected, and we 
make no exceptions of the Central 
of Georgia, where the trouble be- 
gan. Those who do not return will 
be expelled.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald said. he had re- 
ceived information showing that 
the strike was nor spreading, and 
that some were resuming work. He 
said he had been favorably im- 
pressed with the railroad labor 
board, and was frank to say that 
“it will turn out better than he 
and other failroad brotherhood of- 
ficers expected at the timeé of the 
passage of the Esch-Cummins act.” 


There has been no change in the 
status of the strike locally fer the 
past two days, the men awaiting 
the arrivag of Mr. Fitzgerald and 
of Dr. C. Neil, of the General 
Managers’ association, representing 
the railroad, who have been asked 
to come to Atlanta by the United 
States labor board to. settle the 
matters at issue between strikers 
and railroad officials. 

J. W. Nelson, vice president of 
the brotherhood, has made reserva- 
tions at the Piedmunt hotel for the 
two visitors, who will arrive in At- 
lanta either Sunday evening or 
early Monday morning, according to 
present anticipations. 


IN NEW YORK GITY 


Washington, June 5.—New York 
city had a population of 5,621,151 on 
January 2; an increase of 854,268, 
or 17.9 per cent, over 1910, the cen- 
sus bureau announced tonight. The 
rate of growth was smaller than 
ever before in the city’s history, ex- 
cept in the decade ending in 1870, 
while the increase numerically was 
smaller than in either of. the two 
decades preceding 1910. 

The latest estimate of the popula- 
tion of the city and county of Lon- 
}don, made in 1917, was 4,026,901; a 
decrease from the official census of 
1911, which showed a population 
of 4,525,685. 

New York and London. 

Comparison of the population of 
New York city with that of oLndon 
is declared by census bureau offi- 
clals to be difficult because of the 
areas covered by the various desig- 
nations of the two cities. New York 
city proper covers 287 square miles, 
while for census purposes the city 
and county of London cover 116 
square miles. 

Tke small inerease in the growth 
of the city of New York during the 
past decade is attributed by census 
officials to the almost complete 


stoppage during the war of the in- 
flux of immigrants, many of whom 
each year made New York their 
home, and to the heavy emigration 
of foreign-born residents during the 
war and since that time,

Washington, June 5.—Investiga- 
tion of expenditures in the presi- 
ydential and congressional campaigns 
which will end with the vember 
elections was ordered today by the 
senate. ; 

The inquiry will be conducted by 
the same committee which has been 
hearing evidence as to preconven- 
tion political financing. The com- 
mittee heard one witness in that 
its investigation today 
and then adjourned until July 9, 
when it will complete this work in 
preparation for the larger inquiry. 

Senate action: tgaf&y was on the 
resolut:on Senator Pomeréne, 
democrat, Oo, a member of the 
investigating committee, 
taken in the closing moments of 
the session after a brief but spir- 
ited debate. Senator Pomerene at- 
tacked the contingent expense com- 
mittee for delaying its report on 
the measure, and asked for its im- 
mediate consideration, Senatot Smoot, 
republican, Utah, objected, declar- 
ing that under the rules the reso- 
lution would have to lie over one 
day. 

Senate Can’t Play Favorites. 

Senator Pomerene in attacking 
the committee declared that he wag 
not deceived “by these methods of 
procedure,” and said the senate 
coud not “play favorites with either 
men or parties.” He added that the 
democrats would not, and the repub- 
licans dared not, say to the people 
that it was none of their business 
where campaign funds came from or 
how and where expended.

an effort is being made to. compel 
the power company to live: up to 
the terms of the original contract, 
charging only 5 cents, instead of 
the proposed 8 cents. 

A délegatiqn’of citizens was pres- 
ent at the meeting Saturday, a: 
which time correspondence on file in 
the office of the Georgia railroad 
commission was read, in whica the 
power company is alleged to have 
stated that they entered into this 
contract in good faith. 

This correspondence grew out of 
an effort on the part of a group of 
citizens who circulated a petition in 
1914 to have the zone fare for the 
extended line from Buckhead to the 
county limits abolished. The power 
eompany is represented as having 
set forth in this correspondence that 
the original agreement entered into 
in 1911 was still binding and the 
railway board upheld the company.

Chicago, June 5.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The contest between 
the various aspirants for the re- 
publican presidential nomination is 
momentarily obscured by a pre- 
liminary contest over the platform. 
One is the league of nations plank 
and the other is the industrial re- 
lations plank. The latter is ac- 
Knowledged to be loaded with.dy- 
namite and the former is so sur- 
rounded by counter claims that it 
has been arranged and that it has 
not been arranged, that the real 
truth of the situation is not ap- 
parent. 

Most all the practical politicians, 
however, were predicting today 
that any coalition of party leaders 
which presents the successful so- 
lution for the league of nations 
plank will be able to nominate their 
candidate for the presidency. 

League of Nations Piank. 

The league of nations plank ihn 
| the Indfana state republican plat- 
) form brought here by Senator Wat- 
ieee, who is the foremost candidate 
for chairman of the resolutions 
committee, seems to be ¢hé nucleus 
around. which the _ diScussion is 
centering, and it may provide the 
basis for the agreement. It declares 
in effect that the republican party 
denounces the league of nations 
covenant as it was brought from 
Versailles by President Wilson, but 
it es not close the door to its ac- 
ceptance with reservations. 

At that point the reservationists 
of various degrees and the irrecon- 
cilables appear as the elements to 
be brought into harmony. 

Most of the party whips seem 
to be agreed that the convention 
cannot take any action which could 
be construed as a repudiation of 
the republican leaders in the sen- 
ate. 
and the predictions of the field 
marshals are that the compromise 
will develop the candidate. 

On the side lines of the big fight 
thexe is a scrimmage goipg on be- 
tween the leaders of the party in 
congress and the leaders of the 
party throughout the states. Many 


openly expressing the feeling that 
senators and representatives have 
had too much to say in the direc- 
tions of the party’s affairs. and 
that same consideration must be 
given to the chieftains from the 
province. The statement of Gov- 
ernor Beeckman, of Rhode Island, 
that he was not sure whether he 
was going to a “republican conven- 
tion or a ‘senatorial caucus,” has 
been construed as a notice from 
the governors and state leaders 
that they will demand to be heard. 
Weod, Lowden, Johnson, 

Judging by their degree of pre- 
convention activity, Wodd, Lowden 
and Johnson might properly be 
designated the “big three.” On one 
proposition their managers are ful- 
ly agreed.

Republican Leader Mon- 
dell Praises Work of 
Congress, and Garrett, 
for Democrats, Calls the 
Session.

Washington, June 5.—The sixty- 
sixth congress ended its second ses- 
sion today, adjourning sine die at 
4p. m. Unless a grave emergency 
arises which makes necessary a spe- 
cial session, it will not meet again 
until December 6. 

The close of the session was 
marked by none of the hectic rush 
that generally attends a getaway 
of congress, but there was the ugu- 
al applauding and cheering in the 
house chamber after Speaker Gil- 
lett’s gavel had released the mem- 
bers for the first long vacation con- 
gress has had since the United 
States entered the war.

sional™ampaigns. He declared that 
neither the republicans nor the 
democrats dared to say to the peo- 
ple that. it was none of their busl- 
ness where campaign funds came 
from or how they were expended.

Badget Measure Lost. 

President Wilson's criticism of 
congress in his telegram today to 
the heads of the railroad brother- 
hoods also passed without comment 
in either house. 

Practically the only action by the 
house during the day was to pass 
the budget bill after amending it 
to meet the president's objection 
that it took from the executive au- 
thority to remove the comptroller 
general and assistant comptroller 
general, officials appointed by him 
under the measure.

PRESIDENT KILLS 
REPEAL MEASURE 


Wilson Explains That the 
Bill Did Not Reach Him 
in Time to Give It Prop- 


er Consideration. 


WATER POWER MEASURE

Fifty-Eight Measures, In- 

cluding the Merchant 
Marine Bill and That 
Providing for Exclusion 
and Expulsion of Dan- 
gerous Aliens, Were 
Signed by President. 


Washingtony June 6.— Eleven 
bills and resolutions passed by con- 
gress in the closing days of its 
session, including the water power 
measure and the joint resolution re- 
pealing most of the war-time laws 
and proclamations were killed to- 
day by President Wilson through 
a “pocket veto.” ' 

Fifty-eight measures, including 
the merchant marine bill and that 
providing for the exclusion an@ ex- 
pulsion of aliens from the United 
States, who are members of an- 
archistic organizations, were ap- 
proved. 

The president explained that the 
measures which died with the ad- 
journment of congress without his, 
signature did not reach him in time 
for their proper consideration. The 
water power bill was passed sev-- 
eral days ago and had been referred 
to the interior and war départment 
for thelr opinions since it would 
affect matters under their juri&dic- 
tion. Most of the other measures 
reached the president: during the 
day. 

Drastic Anti-AHen Measure. 

The bill for the exclusion and 
expulsion of allens is drastic in its 
provisions. 

Chairman Johnson, of the immi- 
gration committee, author of the 
measure, said it was intended to 
strengthen existing laws so as to 
make possible the deportation of 
alien agitators who he blamed for 
the recent radical activities over 
the country. 

As sent to the presidént the bil? 
also makes subject to deportation 
or exclusion aliens who write, pub- 
lish or knowingly circulate and 
keep in their possession written or 
printed matter opposing organized 
government, advocating its over- 
throw or supporting destruction of 
property or saboatge. It also brings 


within its scope alien members of 
organizations publishing the pro- 
hibited Mterature and declares for- 
eigners who contributed money te 
these publishing organizations or 
groups shall be regarded as mem- 
bers.

‘Hitehcock-Hays Feud. 


The bitter feud between the 
Hitehcock and the Hays factions 
in the party is raging stronger than 
ever, but thus far has been con- 
fined to a subteranean volcano.

LOWDEN GAINS 
IN THE CONTESTS 
OVER DELEGATES 


Chicago, June 5.—Delegate con- 
tests, which have furnished spec- 
tacular features of the pre-conven- 
tion period, were finished tonight 
by the republican national commit- 
tee with decided advantage to Gov- 
ernor Lowden. 

Although on actual! instructions of 
the 137 contested delegates, General 
Wood received twelve and Governor 
Lowden seven, with 116 uninstruct- 
ed, the reported leanings of the 
disputed delegates favor the Illi- 
nois governor. 

The committee in the two Mis- 
souri seats refused to seat any con- 
téstants. 

According to the reports of the 
candidates favored by the delegates 
seatea, the 135 delegates involved 
were distributed as follows: 

Wood, 18; Lowden, 65: Johnson, 
4; Judge Pritchard, of North Caro- 
lina, 17; uninstructed and scatter- 
ing, 31, with the two Missouri con- 
tests rejected entirely. , 

All of the contests are expected 
to be appealed to the convention 
credentials committee and subject 
to revision by the convention itself. 


All Georgia Cases Settled. 


During the day all the Georgia 
cases were disposed of and Wood 
delegates were seated in four of the 
districts. They included State 
Chairman Pickett, who was oppos- 
ing the delegation counted.in the 
Lowden column. 

In the Texas contest the delega- 
tion headed by Colonel E. H. R. 
Green, son of the late Hetty Green, 
was thrown out and the delegatcs 
headed by National Committeeman 
McGregor were seated. 

_The last case on the docket was 
Virginia. The delégates at large, 
headed by Representative Slemp 
were seated and the consideration 
of the district contests was taken 
up at the night session. 

All of the eleven district dele- 
gates from Virginia aligned with 
the Slemp faction were sekted. The 
committee rejected earne pleas of 
negro contestants for seats, and 
also decided separate anti-organi- 
zation contests in the third and 
eighth districts in favor of the 
Slemn faction. 

The final day’s proceedings in 
disposition of the contests, which 
tave kept the committee on the job 
for a solid week, were marked by 
an attack on Senator Moses, of New 
Hampshire, for his charges tha: 
“steam-roller”’ tactics had been em- 
ployed against Wood delegates and 
by unanimous adoption of a reso- 
lution for reorganization of the re- 
publican party in the “‘solid south.” 

The Instructed Lineup. 


The committee's decisions left the 
actual instructed lineup on the con- 
vention temporary roll, without re- 
ward to uninstructed delegates’ 
known leanings, as follows: 

Wood, 124; Johnson, 112; Lowden, 
72; Harding, 79: Poindexter, 14: 
Sproul, 76; Sutherland, 16, and 
Judge Pritchard, of North Caro- 
lina, 22. ‘ 

The resolution for reorganizatio 
of party affairs in the south fol- 
lowed acrimonious battling today 
between whites and negroes during 
Gisposal of forty-three contests, of 
which there were twenty-three from 
Texas, fifteen from Virginia and five 
from Georgia. In nearly all the ne- 
groes charged and the white dele- 
gates denied racial discrimination. 

The race dispute was staged be- 
fore a number of women proxies and 
a large audience, composed mostly 
of negroes. Several women sat 
through clouds of tobacco smoke. 
hours of heated controversy and 
considerable strong language from 
the negroes. In the discussion there 
was talk of “strong-arm” aid by po- 
lice to exclude negroes from white 
convention halls,. tales of flying 
bottles and bruised faces and of al- 
leged “incendiary” speeches Dy the 
negro organizers. 

Despite the arguments of the ne- 
gro contestants the committee seat- 
ed al] the so-called S2gular—or or- 
ganization— delegates from both 
Texas and Virginia. 

Straightout Race Fight. 

In the Virginia contest a straight- 
out fight between whifes and ne- 
groes, Henry W. Andefson, of Vir- 
ginia, candidate for the vice presi- 
dential nomination, declared frank- 
ly for white party domination in 
the south. He said the negroes 
should be welcomed to conventions 
and to the party’s fold, but assert- 
ed that to make progress the party 
in the south should be held under 
white control. 

“It's a crime,” was the reply of 
J. R. Pollard, of Richmond, leader 
of the negro delegation, “to make 
it a white man’s party.” 

Pollard charged that the white 
republicans of the south had for 
years “deceived” the republican’ 
teaders and were holding their or- 
ganization for patronage only. 

The committee decided in both 
Texas and Virginia cases that the 
evidence was not sufficient to en- 
title the negroes to convention 
seats. 

The decision in the Virginia case 
left the delegation standing, accorc- 
ing to actual instructions: 

Wooed, 1; Lowden, 6; uninstruct- 
ed, 8 At least two more Wood votes 
were claimed by the general's sup- 
porters from the  uninstructed 
group. The committee dismissed

Candidates Relieve Press Agents. 

But the candidates themselves re- 
lieve the press agents by meeting 
the assembled’ newspaper corre- 
spondents twice a day answering 
questions and making statements 
first hand. 

Senator Johnson announced that 
he had no intention of leaving Chi- 
cago during the convention.

One Term for President. 


A platform plank pledging the 
party to a constitutional amend- 
ment limiting the president to one 
term of four or six years will be 
offered to the resolutions commit- 
tee by Governor Lowden. The plank 
prepared by the governor also pro- 
poses that cabinet officers who seek 
the presidency must, first resign 
from the cabinet. 

A president, the governor said 
today, could accomplish more good 
in one of the four-year term if he 
were not considering political ex- 
pediency and measures, to win re- 
nomination, than in eight years un- 
der the present system, There would 
be no objection, he added, to an ex~ 
president seeking a second term 
after being out of office a term OF 
longer, as there could be no —. 
picion that a political machine bu . 
up whil€ in office was being use 
to perpetuate his administration. . 

A single term for the presiden 
was particularly desirable. at the 
time, the governor said, for the rea- 
son that “the man elected this year, 
if he does his full duty, will — 
to do things unpopular with the 
peeple in politics, and others. ‘ 

Governor Lowden declared he ha 
nothing further to say in the Mis- 
gourl case, where delegates were 
charged with taking money from 
his campaign manager.

Edward Randolph Wood, of Phil- 
adelphia, who polled 250,000 votes 
in the Pennsylvania primary, in 
which he was the only candidate 
whose name appeared upon the re- 
publican ballot, announced today 
that Judge Albert Sames, of Doug- 
las, Arizona, would place him in 
nomination, and that a delegate 
from Texas would second it. Al- 
though Mr. Wood carried the Penn- 
sylvania primary, the delegation 
from the state declined to nomi- 
nate him, and decided to cast its 
vote for Governor Sproul, who was 
not a contender in the primary. 
Mr. Wood is vice president of the 
Philadelphia Board of Trade. 

With the arrival tomorrow of Sen- 
ator Borah plans for the Johnson 
rally on Monday night will be com- 
pleted. An overflow meeting prob- 
ably will be held in the etreet as 
there are. more requests for tickets 
than there are seats in the theater. 

It was said tonight Senator John- 
son had not fully made up his mind 
on certain phases of his speech and 
would not until he had made a re- 
view of the preconvention activities. 

A petition from Sanfield Mac- 
Donald, a Johnson leader in Oregon, 
asking the national committee to un- 
seat Wallace McCamant, one of 
Oregon's delegates, was received 
and filed without action. No cre- 
dentials for a substitute delegation 
accompanied the petition which de- 
clares that McCamant obtained his 
election by “fraud” and “refuses to 
obey the mandate of the republican 
party whose servant he is under the 
law.” 

McCamant, following his election 
as delegate, announced that he 
would not vote for Senator Johnson, 
although Johnson carried the Ore- 
gon preferential primary.

Women to Picket.

nounced tonight at the women’s 
party headquarters. 

An official statement issued by 
Miss Alice Paul, chairman of the 
party, blamed the republicans for 
the defeat of the federal suffrage 
amendment in Delaware and de- 
clared they are blocking it in Ver- 
mont and Connecticut. 

“The rights of 20,000,000 women 
rest with the republicans,” the 
statement said. 

Mrs. J. W. McGraw, legislative 
chairman of the Illinois Equal Suf- 
frage association, today issued a 
statement condemning the proposed 
picketing and declaring that picket- 
ing in Washington had retarded 
progress of the suffrage amend- 
ment. 

Mrs. McGraw added that the 
board of manegers of the asgssocia- 
tion, which represents 200,000 mem- 
bers, had frequently gone on record 
as being opposed to picketing or 


UNION LABOR TO BUCK 
_ DEMANDS OF IRELAND 


Montreal, June 5.—A™ resolution 
approving demands for Irish free- 
dom will be introduced at the con- 
vention of the American Federation 
of Labor, which opens here next 
Monday, Matthew Woll, vice pres- 
ident of the federation, declared to- 
day. He added a resolution demand- 
ing that troops be withdrawn from 
Ireland also might be considered. . 

“The convention will go on record 
as unanimously supporting the de- 
mands of the Irish to.govern them- 
selves, according to their own ideas, 
aspirations and national require- 
ments,” Mr. Woll said. “A resolu- 
tion to that effect will be brought 
up in accordance with the basic 
principles of organized labor and 
the true spiri tof democracy.” 

“Bosses’ circus”, and “American 
fakirization of labor” were epithets 
applied to the American Federation 
of Labor by speakers addressing a 
meeting of the one big union or- 
ganization here. Charges were made 
that leaders of the federation were 
bought by the capitalists and no 
longer served the interests of the

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FAILS OF PASSAGE 


Filibuster by Senator Har- 
ris, of Georgia, Prevent- 
ed Action on Amended 
Bill by Senate. 


Washington, June 5.—The bill to 
create a national budget system 
failed of action today in the senate 
and automatically died when con- 
gress adjourned ‘at 4 p. m. 

After it had been amended to 
meet President Wilson’s objections, 
the bill to establish a national bud- 
get system July 1 was re-passed to- 
day by the house and sent to the 
senate. 

After it was reported by the sen- 
ate budget committee, the amend- 
ed budget bill encountered a fili- 
buster on the senate floor. Senator 
Reed, democrat, Missouri, spoke for 
nearly an hour in opposition to it 
and then Senator Harris, democrat, 
eorgia, began reading matter into 
the record from one of the appro- 
Priation bis, . 

On motion of Senator Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, the repuluican lead- 


er, Senator Harris agreed to a 
brief executive session at which 
nominations of about six hundred 
postmasters were confirmed. When 
the senate returned to its open ses- 
sion the Georgia senator resumed 
his reading. 

Senator Harris was insistent that 
his resolution calling for the pub- 
lication of income an@ excess prof- 
its tax returns be taken up ahead of 
the budget bill. Senator Smoot, re- 
publican, Utah, had blocked its con- 
sideration, but he subsequently 
agreed to withdraw hts objection if 
unanimous consent was granted for 
taking up the budget measure, 

This consent was not forthcom- 
ing and Senator Harris continued to 
hold the floor. 

The Georgia senator finally 
forced his resolution to a vote and 
it was adopted without a roll call. 
The budget bill then was next in 
order for consideration.

HELD FOR KILLING

Early Smith, a 16-year-old negro

Funeral services will be held Mon- 
day afternoon, at 2 o’clock, from the 
chapel of H. M. Patterson & Son 
and interment will be at Oakland 
cemetery.

Mr. Brittain’s report shows that 
the total amount expended for the 
public schools last year was $9,270,- 
135.29 as against $7,619,267.86 the 
previous year. While the appro- 
priation from the state treasury was 
$500,000 larger, the amount raised 
by local taxation had increased 
nearly $1,000,000, the figures being 
$4,295,940.66 for 1919 as against $3.- 


373,193.75 the previous year. This 
increase was more apparent than 


real, however, on account of the 
diminished value of the dollar, Mr. 
Brittain declares. 

Expenditures Increase. 

The total expenditures for educa- 
tional purposes in the state, includ- 
ing colleges and seconG@ary schools, 
increased from $9,904,880.81 in 19138 
to $12,048,833.68 last year. 

Superintendent Brittain expresses 
the opinion that the legislation en- 
acted last year was the best Geor- 
gia has ever obtained. He says that 
the new compulsory attendance law 
has crowded the schools with 40,000 
new pupils and has added greatly 
to the seating problem in many of 
the city schools. 

Under the consolidation section of 
the act a number of the weaker 
schools have been eliminated and

$1,000 high school bonus has enabled 
the state board of education to 
Place high schools in nine-tenths of

“The umrest and ill feeling en- 
gendered by these campaigns for 
county superintendents of schools 


throughout the state this year has 
almost nullified much of the ad- 
vance which could have been ex- 
pected otherwise on account of the 
new laws passed last summer. In 
many instances county superinten- 
dents have freely confessed that 
they were afraid to do unything 
untj] after the election with such 
important matters as consolidating 
rural schools, enforcing the compul- 
law or the adult 
illiteracy work. The worst of it is 
that in the very counties which need 
skilled leadership most, it is hard- 
est to elect a man by popular vote 
to represent progress in educational 
matters. 

“Those who were defeated in the 
primaries in the spring can hardly 
be expected to feel enthusiastic 
about pressing any movement for 
better schools among the voters who 
defeated them on that very issue. 
The slackening of effort has already 
been plainly visible and so 1920 can- 
not fail to be a disappointment in 
some counties, despite beginning 
with the best new laws we have 
ever had. 

“This fact is due purely,and sim- 
ply to politics—politics where it 
presents its most deadening work— 
in our schools. I have placed this 
situation before you as plainly as 
I could for your consideration at 
this meeting of the general assem- 
bly. It if certainly worth your at- 
tention, for th lection of county 
superintendent$ by the people is the 
greatest influence for evil in the 
Georgia system of education. It 
looks like a fair proposition for 
the people to elect this official, but 
it is just as unbusinesslike and 
foolish as to select a bank cashier 
or a railroad engineer by popular 
vote.”

In conclusion Mr. Brittain calls 
attention to the fact that he has 


compelled the publishing houses to 
stand true to their contracts made 
under the Yeomans act. although 
many have faced serious losses in 
doing @o.. He says: 

“The publishers are all losing 
money on their business in this 
state. Naturally some of them tried 
to evade these laws and six of them 
formally demanded through agents. 
or attorneys that I give them the 
right to file their books at increased 
prices. To each I have replied as 
follows: 

“*I must decline to file for sale 
in this state the list.of books sub- 
mitted at the advanced prices you 
quote.’ 

“The situation is perplexing. Nat- 
urally we do n wish to be unjust 
as to these contracts, but I feel that, 
if the ‘turn of the market’ had been 
the other way, the state would hive 
been held to carry out the agree- 
ment and that, under present cir- 
cumstances, the publishers should 
do* likewise.” 

Mr. Brittain pays a high tribute 
to his assistants, the members of 
the board of supervisors, the illit- 
eracy commission board, and par- 
ticularly to the six young women 
who gave themselves tirelessly to 
the work of organization in the va- 
rious counties. He also commends 
in high terms his immediate office 
force, J. A. Northcutt, clerk, and 
Miss Alma Norris, secretary, for 
their skill and devotion to duty.

Following his request to the state 
banks to use their influence with 
the warehousemen in their ‘terri- 
tory to join the federal bonded sys- 
tem made less than sixty days ago, 
Superintendent of Banks T. R. Ben- 
nett announced yesterday that thir- 
ty-two warehouses had made appli- 
cations for-licensé and bond. This 
is considered an extraordinarily 
good showing in view of the fact 
that there are now only eight 
licensed warehouses in the state, 
although the law has been in effect 
several years and many efforts have 
been made to get the warehouse- 
men to join. 

Mr. Bennett addressed a circular 
letter to the banks outlining to 
them the advantages of having a 
standardized cotton warehouse re- 
ceipt which would be more easily 
negotiable than those in current 
use. He also placed before them in 


brief form the main points of the 
| law, showing that it was in no way 
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comfortable.

Insists Upon His Reas- 
suming-Duties of Office. 
Commencement Ses- 
sion On. 


Declining to be influenced by the 
protest of Bishop Warren A. Can- 
dler, the board of trustees of Emory 
university on Saturday afternoon. 
unanimously elected him chancellor 
of the institution. He finally agreed 
to accept the post after the board 
»ad insisted upon its position, de- 
claring that he was needed at the 
head of the university. The board 
also created the office of president 


of the institution, as provided for in 
the original plans, and elected Dr. 
Franklin N. Parker, who agreed to 
Serve at least temporarily. This wit] 
divide the duties of the chancellor. 

Several years ago Bishop Candler 
was elected to the chancellorship of 
Emory, being the first to occupy 
this position. He accepted at that 
time with the understanding that 
he would be relieved when the in- 
stitution grew to such proportions 
that it demanded the entire time of 
one man at its head. About a year 
ago he resigned, to @ vote his full 
attention to the duties of the bish- 
opric, and the trustees elected’ Dr. 
Parker, then dean of the Candler 
School of Theology, to the chan- 
cellorship, agreeing to Dr. Parker's 
stipulation that he be relieved at 
the end of the 1919-20 college year. 

Trustees Conclude Session. 

The subcommittee recommending 
Bishop Candler’s election to the 
board was composed of Dr. A. J. 
Lamar, of Nashville, Tenn.; G. T. 
Fitzhugh, of Memphis, Tenn. and 
W. D. Thomson, of Atlanta. 

Both Bishop Candler and Dr. Par- 
ker, the president, are well known 
and have lpng been prominent in 
religious and educational circles. 
Dr. Parker, it will be recalled, some 
time ago declined election as bishop 
because he believed he could render 
better service in other capacities.

“Algeria, Morocco and Tunis, prop~ 
erly exploited, should amply suffice 
to keep us supplied with what we 
need,” Prof. Gide said today.

more to women. The world cry is for trained people to carry on the 


work of reconstruction, 
lems of the moment. Every community has its own problems to 
work ont, &s well as those which confront the nation generally, there- 
fore the advantage of a community producing its own teachers and 
trainers. The hopeful sign is out that the teachers of Atlanta are to 
receive more consideration -and more pay—this coming as another 
incentive to the young women of the city to consider well the advan- 
‘tages of the teaching profession, especially in view of the fact that 
the prophets declare that Atlanta is the coming city, not only in the 


- central south, but in the nation. 


There is no use to go into details of the whys and wherefores of 
Atlanta’s inevitable continued growth and progress, but there is need 
to emphasize the fact that Atlanta girls cannot do better than to 
equip themselves for usefulness in their own homes. > 

The desire to go farther afid do better may come, but it is well 
to make sure of a goo deducation and training to equip one for home 
service. 

Atlanta, with every municipality of the nation, has put out her 
sign for more teachers and the best teachers, and she will not have 
any trouble getting them, whether she draws from the home forces 
or from those outside; therefore, it behooves Atlanta girls to take 
stock of what is offered them here at home to equip them as good 
teachers. 

The Atlanta Normal school, whcih is a department of the Atlanta 
public school system, has proven its value as an institution in the 
number of graduates who are now making the best teachers there are 
in the schools. Now the important movement to be pushed is to get 
the girls who are leaving the high schools this year and who intend 
to adopt the teaching profession, to patronize the Atlanta Normal 
school, which is on Lee street, in-one of the best school buildings in 
the city, and, in conjunction with the Lee street school, known as the 

_Practice school. 

This combined institution meets the standardization plan recom- 
mended by the Carnegie Foundation, which, more than any educa- 
cational influence in the country, has defined every department of 
education and aided in educational reconstruction. The staff of teach- 
ers have been drawn from the best the country affords, and for the forth- 
coming sessions many new names have been added to it and many 
facilities added to insure the complete equipment of the Atlanta Nor- 
mal school. This is the time when young women are planning for a 
summer rest before taking up their fall responsibilities in further 
education. They will be enabled to rest and relax the better if they 
decide now upon the important step they will take in the fall. If they 
intend to adopt the teaching profession they cannot do better than to 
make up their minds to attend the Atlanta Normal school. 


The Hackneyed Question, 
“Do Women Like Cave Men>?”’ 


Decent people were shocked on reading in an edition of The 
Constitution several weeks ago that a married woman, who had 
eloped from another city with her lover, had declared, when followed 
by her husband—the father of her two children—and urged to return 
home, that she would not leave the man with whom she eloped—that 
she loved him better than she did anybody in the world. She further 
stated that her husband was too good for her, that she was lonesome, 
and that she would have thought more of him if he had exhibited a 
little “cave man stuff.” v 

Such an incident ordinarily is below the dignity of discussion, 
were it not for the fact of the large contingent of people who are 
ever ready to proclaim the idea that “women like the ‘cave map,’” 
and that the husband in this case was to blame because he provided 
no amusement or recreation for his wife, and she found one who did. 

The report in the paper did not state whether or not the lover 
was of the cave type. He, for some mysterious reason, was not 
arrested when the woman was ,and she was accompanied to the jail 
by her two little children. 

It requires no sage to know that whether or, not the husband 
or the lover were of the cave-man type, the woman proved herself 
worse thaa the cave woman minus the instinct that the cave woman 
is supposed to have had in regard to her young. 

To assume that because a few degenerate ignorant women com- 
plain of their husbands and leave them because they like another type 
is antiquated philosophy peculiar to. the few men left who believe 
that women still should be Jittle more than menials and held faithful 
through fear of the slave driver’s methods. 


It is an insult in questions which relate to the relations of men 
and women to make the broad statement that “women like cave men,” 


and to help solve the. complex prob- 


when the term is taken in the literal sense, especially in this period 


of civilization when the world of men and women have cried out! 
against the cave man’s ideas about the status of women. 

In this particular case the husband's parental sense outweighed 
his righteous indignation, and he urged upon his wife to return to 
her young, but she declined, and the children were separated from. 
her and given to an aunt temporarily. ; 

Subsequently a father—the wife’s father—arrived on the scene 
and she consented to go home with him, and the children ‘were sched- 
uled to go, too. As far as society knows the case was thus settled, 
but. did society do its duty, and did the best happen to the children 
when they were consigned again to the care of stich a mother, even 
if they went to a grandfather? \ 

If she loved so much the cave type, she was scarcely the guardian 
for a pet dog, much less ber children, and there was not even the 
excuses which could have been made for her if she had had no mother 
or father or sister or relations whom she should have saved from 
the disgrace of her selfish immoral conduct. 

These women who so crave the admiration and favor of cave men 
should be placed under cave-man dominance, but it ought not to be 
in the confines of the home, or even in homes of their own selection, 
but in those institutions established for derelicts, that they may be 
protected against themselves and society protected aaginst them. 

There can be no doubt that the cave man of the most primitive 
type would be the logical selection to master such institutions. Strange 
to say, the cave man is most tenacious of “his woman’s” fidelity, and 
his love finds expression in the type he believes to be the superior

Mountain W omen 
Coming Into Their Own. 


The mountain women of the central south are coming into their 
own. Not only are they slowly being reached through schools and 
certain institutions akin to women’s organizations seeking to help 
the grownups in the mountain districts, but the ever growing force 
of commerce is finding out the talents of the mountain women, and 
commercializing them. 

As an example, this was cited in an editorial in-The Constitution 
last Monday, which afoused a great interest among women generally 
and dealers in household furnishing. 


The example quoted was of the popularity of the hand-made bed 


covers, Of which mountain women hold the art'and patent of making|# 


and which now cover beds in‘all the residential section of the north 
and east, and many in the south. These bed covers are especially 
popular in thea so-called summer or country home, when taste reaches 
for simplicity, and at the same time the ornate, and possesses the 
owners. : 

The bed covers which an Atlanta dealer has put on the market 
are of cotton goods woven in a mill at Dalton, Ga. The mountain 
women buy the material, make and décorate the coverlids and then 
bleach them on the grass in the sun. 

The Atlanta dealer conceived the idea that they. would be more 
decorative if a color scheme could be introduced and if the over- 
work could be done in fast dye colored threads. 

After consultation with dyers and manufacturers the thread has 
been accomplished by the Dalton manufacturers in old blue ‘and 
Dubarry rose, and the last coverlids show this new decoration. 

It is just in this way that the women artists of the old world 
have evolved their wares, and there is no reason to doubt the possi- 
bility that the mountain women of the south have taken their first and 
sure steps in the establishment of an art which will develop into 
one of the best-known in the world. The women of the south who 
are altruistically inclined can do a great deal toward promtoing inter- 
est in this direction, although the first substantial patronage of the 
coverlids made by the mountain women has come from the north. 

Arts and crafts should be encouraged among the women of the 
mountains and remote districts, for to the women who are partially 
removed from the stress and strain of the present world unrest‘ peo- 
ple may look for preservation of the handiwork which the world has 
wane ——, as essentially woman’s work.

President and Mrs. Wil- 
gon have selected Lenox ware for 
the new state dinner service of the 
white house. It is;a fact that ef- 
forts had been made before, notably 
during President Roosevelt’s ad- 
ministration, to find an American 
made china that would measere up 
to requirements, but without suc- 
cess. 

Mrs. Lycett’s specimens of the 
Lenox ware are of the same char- 
acter as the new white house serv- 
ice—a Belleek body of rich, lustrous 
ivory tone, its decoration subdued 
and exquisite.

France by ‘the Huns. There are also 
characteristic specimens from’ the 
potteries of Holland, notably St. 
Luke’s, and there are interesting 
examples from the famous English 
Cauldon and Wedgewood. 
A massive bronze lamp ‘of superb 
workmanship with a velvet shade 
made for it,”*its coloring of the au- 
tumn shades of green and brown 
and tan designed especially for har- 
mony with that particular lamp, 
even to the way the fringe is put 
on, is only one of many beautiful 
expressions in lamps.

The Paris Jewel Exchange, Where 
Trade in Rare Stones Runs Into 
the Billions, the Most Picturesque 
on Earth---Not a Place of Marble 
Colonnades but a Very Ordinary 
Restaurant Where Brokers Do 
Business in Shabby Clothes, the 
Pockets ot Which Hold Fortunes. 
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By HENRI BELLAMY. 

F you were to follow in person the romantic 

journey which a diamond or a ruby traverses 
in passing from the African mine to the finger 
of a New York servant—for in these days, it 
seems, only servants can afford to buy diamonds 
—you would visit some curious and picturesque 
places. But among the most curious and pic- 
turesque would be the jewel exchange of Paris. 
In the small area of the earth’s surface bounded 
on one side by the Place de l’Opera and on the 
other by the Place Vendome there are probably 
as many precious stones collected as in any other 
region in the world. Their total value goes up 
into the billions. Every show window sparkles 
with diamonds and sapphires, rubies and pearls, 
loose or encased in precious settings; and before 
them stands some midinette absorbed in fasci- 
nated and longing contemplation. 

This is the “legitimate,” the licensed, jewel 


market of Paris. But it would be a mistake to 
imagine that the jewel trade is carried on ex- 
clusively by men in white collars and cuffs with 
their limousines standing at the doors of ele- 
gant shops on the busiest streets of Paris. 
Jewellers do not always have direct connections 
with the pearl fisheries, the stone cutting fac- 
tories and the diamond mines. Most of them 
employ buyers and brokers who do avery con- 
siderable business at the “jewel exchange” proper 
—or improper—which, far from being a majestic 
edifice with marble colonnades, is only a second 
class restaurant in Rue Buffault, just to one 
side of the Opera district. 


As you walk into this cafe, you have the feel-° 


ing of suddenly being dropped into Cosmopolis. 
Here around a small marble drinking stand sit 
two Spaniards and two Hollanders, the former 
looking like two hidalgos who have taken on 
flesh, the latter with the goatee dnd the ‘stiff 
blond hair so familiar on the water-front at Rot- 
terdam. On the table between them are two cups, 
one filled with pearls, the other with diamonds. 
There is not much talking. Pencil in hand, the 
four men are adding up columns of figures on 
the marble surface of the table. They are “vul- 
tures” who have come to Paris to take advantage 
of the high rating of the peseta and the florin 
on exchange. ; 

Another corner of the room belongs to the 
Armenians, men of bronzed, slightly oily com- 
plexions, with velvety eyes. They, on the con- 
trary, much and loudly. The jewels pass 
rapidly hand to hand; they are eagerly 
examined and eloquently discussed. “Those 
men,” says your guide, “are never caught. As 


the phrase runs here, it takes six Greeks to do 
one Armenian.” 

Americans and Englishmen are few. The 
jewellers of New York and London never seem 
to venture in person hera They prefer to use 
French brokers to work for them. ‘But the rest 
of the room is occupied by a crowd of the most 
bedraggled and queer looking people, emitting a 
jibberish mixed with Italian, Spanish, Dutch, 
German, French and Yiddish. The one word they 
all have in common is “carat.” Do not, however, 
be. deceived by appearance. From a soiled coat, 
one of these men has just drawn a dozen pearl 
necklaces of untold value. More often the dia- 
monds are simply wrapped in a piece of white 
paper folded twice. The “brokers” go jostling 
here and there in the crowd with the papers un- 
folded and the jewels lying loose in their hands. 
The uninitiated visitor is always expecting to see 
two elbows collide and a million in diamonds go 
helter-skelter over the dirty floor. But that has 
never happened in the history of the “exchange,” 

Some sections in the cafe are devoted to spe- 
Cialties. One corner, for instance, is reserved for 
diamonds. The geglers are mostly Jews. On a 
table is a delicate scale for weighing carats. Two 
brokers are watching the balancing of the pans 
attentively. One of them smiles“complacently. 
“I told you so.” The stone weighs exactly what 
he had said. For that matter such discussions 
are rare. Most of the men can.tell at a glance 
what a stone Weighs. To gne side lie tall piles 
of 1,000 france bank notes. The diamond table 
deals in large sums of money. A perfect dia- 
mond goes at 5,000 or 6,000 francs a carat. Oth- 
ers vary between 200 and 6,000 francs, according 
to purity, brilliancy, cutting or color. At an- 
other stand sits a Jew with a magnificent ring 
in his fingers. After examining it carefully under 
the monocle, he takes a pair of tweezers and bar- 


*barously, you think, breaks the settings to get 


out the stone. He has treated a number of rings 
apparently in the same way; for on a small piece 
of paper near him are gathered various tiny bits 
of gold and platinum, the debris of other extrac- 
tions. 

Here is a section devoted to synthetic gems. 
There is nothing but rubies and sapphires here, 
and they are made, not by assembling the dust 
of real stones as was formerly the case, but by 


a true synthetic process which gives marvellougg® 


results. Experts have been known to miste# 
the synthetic for the real stones. You arn@ %u 
tent wth observing that a saucer full of sa Jires, 
synthetic though they be, is a glorious thing to 
look upon. 

Three tables are given over to “common” 
jewelry, ugly jewelry at that, gold rings and 
bracelets, gold and silver brushes, and so on. 
There is none of the glitter of the diamond tables! 


Each of these stands lets for 1,200 francs a year, 
but the lessee has to “consume something” in the 
cafe each day. 

Pearls, on the other hand, have no special 
table, though the business done {n~pearls at the 
cafe in Rue Buffault reaches an important figure. 
A number of young men in their early twenties 
are prominent in pearl transactions. They have 


spent a long time in the fisheries and their skill 
in estimating pearl values earns them, it is said, 
as much as 300,000 francs a year. Pearls~are 
not sold in carats but in grains, four grains to 
the carat. The language is peculiar. The selier 
does not say: “I’ll give you that for two or three 
thousand francs.” He says: “I offer it to you 
at twenty times.” That means that after the 
pearl is weighed, you must multiply by twenty 
the square of the number of grains in the pearl. 
For example, “twenty times” is asked for a four- 
grain pearl. Four times four times twenty 
makes 320 francs. Or of ten grains: ten times 
ten times twenty makes 2,000 francs. In other 
words, the value of a pearl increases by the square 
of its weight. Pearl values, however, vary widely 
according to lustre, shape and perfection. The 
average price in francs is fifty or sixty times 
the weight. Prices to-day are about four times 
what they were five years ago. The choicest 
pearls come from the Orient. Next im order ranks 
Panama, then Venezuela, then Japan, and finally 
North America. 

It is hard to get by with a fraud on the pear! 
market. The only one that ever succeeds is that 
of the legendary “dying” pearl. The “dying” 
pearl has a grain of sand in the centre which 
gives it a grayish cast, which true pearls never 
acquire. A method has been found for painting 
such pearls and making them look absolutely au- 
thentic, at first; but after they are worn, the 
film of paint wears off and the pearl “dies.” 


Cases.of such frauds have got before the Paris 


courts. 


The jewels you see in the Rue Buttault res- 
taurant come mostly from the public auctions in 
the Monts de Pietes. But some are bought over 
the counter from jewellers, especially country 
jewellers, who are not able to keep up with the 
fluctuation of prices on the Paris market. Brok- 
ers go round and round on the watch and buy 
as private individuals, but sell then as brokers to 
other brokers or other dealers. It has been 
claimed at various times that the Rue Buffault 
“exchange” is an agglomeration of shady char- 
acters having no connections with the real jewel 
trade. At best, that is only partly true. The 


police never interfere with this establishment, 
and the big jewellers have their buying and sell- 
ing agents there like everybody else. Further- 
more, the semse of confidence prevailing among 
the habitues of the restaurant is astonishing. 


It is natu that in matters So delicate and 
inyolving so#much money, disputes not infre- 
quently ari@*. But they express themselves in 
loud language rather than in fisticuffs. When 
your pockets are full of priceless gems, you are 
not exactly in shape for a round of boxing. The 
cases occasionally are referred »,t0 the public 
courts, but more often they go ‘> the Jewellers’ 
Chamber, whose judgment on the weight and au- 
thenticity of gems is usually accepted as final. 


The cafe in Rue Buffault is not without rivals. 
There are three others, the “Jeune France,” the 
“Jupiter” and the “Galopin,” situated near thé 
central Mont de Piete, which attracts jewel buy- 
ers as a cemetery might attract vultures. These 
cafes are the field of operation of the “Black 
Band.” This band is a group of forty or more 
people who haunt the public auction roome in 
general but especially that of the Mont de Piete 
on days when unclaimed Objects are disposed of. 
It is a sort of purchasing syndicate, working to 
fix prices b¥ excluding independent bidders. The 
method ‘is to size up any competitor who dares 
raise on the bid of the band, and either let him 


‘win on an offer that will ruin him, or’steer him 


up against a bad bargain, or prevent him from 
doing any business by always outbidding him. 
The “Black Band” liquidates its daily account in 
one of these three cafes. The members divide 
all losses and winnings evenly. If a jewel has 
been bought too high, it is put up at auction and 
the loss distributed. But this is a rare case. 
More frequently revision is invoked when one 
member is willing to raise on the price paid by 
a colleague, who has made an exceptionally g 
bargain.

Dulac, Famous French Cin- 
ema Producer, Acknowledges 
Her Debt to Americans, Whose 


Realistic Methods, She Says, 
Are Changing Dramatic Arts

tive pursuit, settled herself comfortably before 
her desk, a long, blue-covered table. reaching 
across the room, her back to the light (so very 
womanly!), and with her elbows on the table 
and her long, white hands clasped before her, 
looked searchingly at me. 

A woman who boldly throws over the routine 
of a fashionable Parisienne’s life, who discards 
bridge, the morning canter in the Bois, the thrill- 
ing hours spent at the lecture of a literary favo- 
rite, the afternoon visits, the lazy moments in 
a becoming tea gown that all women enjoy, to 
give herself over to serious commercial work 
‘with all the responsibilities it entails, is a curious 
study in these days of frivolity. 

She started talking, and scarcely left off to 

give herself breathing time. She appeared in 
feverish excitement; it was all so new, and she 
loved to tell about it, especially to Americans,

“I worked without thinking of the effect I 
might be making or the new ideas I was bring- 
ing to the film, and I threw myself into the se- 
lection and placing of the furniture in the house 
in which the scenes took place, as if I were dec- 


orating and arranging my own home. : I. chosé 
carpets, curtains, flowers in harmony with the 
schéme, and managed, as I was told later, to 
bring an atmosphere of refinement-—if I may be 
permitted to say so—into the decorations thai 
had hitherto been missing in French froduc- 
tions. 

“‘Les Soeurs Ennemies,’ as this film was 
called, made a sensation in this manner. It Was 
@ great success with the public who love to see 
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how the wealthy of this world f¥e, and are oftefi 
influenced in their own surroundings, more than 
they at once realize—a fact due to the educational 
power of the cinema. : 

“It’s in this manner of dealing with everyday 
occurrences, with the small things, that consti- 
tute life, that the Americans have opened our 
eyes to the value of their methods. 

“We in France, like in Italy, were too en- 
grossed with aesthetic possibilities, with the 
posing of a beautiful figure against a pillar in 
the moonlight, and it was this romantic element 
that was killing us—cinematographically. 

“To-day we know that life as it is, with all 
its brutality, its vulgarity, is the most interest- 
ing spectacle existing. And we have profited by

You must forgive me 
if I was in spirit across the Channel. 

“It was not amusing. Not only was I with- 
out any experience, but my chief interpreter 
was as ignorant as I was. She was no other 
than Suzanne Despres, the well-known actress— 
who is now, by the way, reviving her famous part 
of Nora in the famous Ibsen piece, ‘Doll’s House.’ 
Suzanne was making her first appearance as a 
film artists; and, knowing as little about it as I 
did, we helped each other. 

“At the present moment all the technicalities 
of Cine work are child’s play to me. But I had 
to gain experience all ‘round before daring to 
walk alone, as I have been doing for some time. 

“You see, I sought another artistic mode of 
expression beyond literature and the drama; I 
consider the cinema as Progress; it is in the act 
of changing the Arts. It gives a rapidity of 
judgment that, for me, takes away all pleasure 
in the spoken theatre. Everything is so precise, 
so quick, I know directly I see the stage what 
is going to happen. y 

“My biggest ventures that have proved suc- 
cessful are: ‘Ames de Fous,’ ‘La Cigarette,’ 
‘Geo le Mysterieux,’ ‘Venus Victrix.’ . 

“More capital than the first 15,000 francs?” 

“Of course! My husband saw to that. When 
he returned from the war hé recognized what I 
had achieved .and organized a company with the 
required funds to further the undertaking.

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By Admiral William Sowden Sims 
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Difficulties Of 
Mine Laying In 
The North Sea 


Was there no more satisfactory 
way of destroying submarines than 
by pursuing them with destroyers, 
sloops, chasers, and other craft in the 
open seas? It is hardly surprising 
that our methods impressed certain 
critics as tedious and ill- 
\ nd that a mere glance at 
of the North Sea sug- 
ore reasonable solution 
of the problem. The bases from which 
the German submarines found their 
way to the grdat center of shipping 
were Ostend anti Zeebrugge on the 
Belgian coast. Wilhemshaven and 
Cuxhaven on the\German coast, and 
the harbor of Kiel in the Baltic Sea. 
From all these pdints the voyage to 
the waters that lay west and south of 
Ireland was a long and difficult one; 
in order to — these hunting 
grounds, the German craft had either 
to pass through the Straits of Dover 
to the sortth, or through the wide pas- 
sage way of the North Sea that 
stretched between the Shetland Is- 
lands and Norway, and thence sail 
around the northern coast of re- 
land. We necessarily had little suc- 
cess in attempting to interfere with 
the U-boats while they were making 
these lengthy open sea voyages, but 
concentrated our efforts on trying to 
oppose them after they had reached 
the critical areas. 

But a casual glance at the map 
convinced many people that our pro- 
cedure was a mistake. And most 
newspaper readers in those days 
were giving much attention to this 
map. Many periodicals, published in 
Great Britain and the United States, 
were fond of exhibiting to their read- 
ers diagrams of the North Sea; these 
diagrams contained one heavy black 
tar drawn across the staits of Dover 
and another drawn across the north- 
ern passage from Scotland to Nor- 
way. The accompanying printed 
matter informed the public that these 
pictures illustrated the one effective 
“answer” to the submarine. The 
black bars of printer’s ink represent- 
ed barrages of mines and nets, 
which, if they were once laid between 
the indicated spots, would blow to 
pieces any submarine which attempt- 
ed to force away across. Not a 
single German U-boat could therefore 
succeed in getting out of the North 
Sea. All the trans-Atlantic ships 
which contained the food supplies 
and war materials so essential to Al- 


of our 
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lied success, would thus be able to 
land on the west coast of England 
and France; the submarine menace 
would automatically disappear a-:d 
the war on the sea would be won. 
Unfortunately, it was not only the 
pictorial artists employed on news- 
papers and magazines who insisted 
that this was the royal road to suc- 
cess. Plenty of naval men, in the 
United Statés and in Europe, were 
constantly making the contention, and 
statesmen in our own country and 
in Allied countries were similarly fas- 
cinated by this program. 


When I arrived in London, in April, 


-~1917, the great plan of confining the 


submarines to their bases was every- 
where a lively topic of discussion. 
There was not a London club in 
which the Admiralty was not denounc- 
ed for its stupidity in not adopting 
such a perfectly obvious plan. The 
way to destroy a swarm of hornets— 
such was the favorite simile—was to 
annihilate them in their nests, and 
not to hunt and attack them, one by 
one, after they had escaped into the 
open. What the situation needed was 
not a long and wearisome campaign, 
involving unlimited new construction, 
to offset the increasing losses of life 
and shipping, and altogether too prob- 
able defeat in the end, but a swift 
and terrible blow, which would end 
the submarine menace overnight. 


“Dig Them Out.” 

The naval officers who expressed 
fears that, under the shipping condi- 
tions prevailing in 1817, such a bril- 
liant performance could not possibly 
be carried out in time to avoid defeat, 
merely ga‘-ed a reputation for timid- 
ity and lack of resourcefulness. When 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, Win- 
ston Churchill, in 1915, declared that 
the British fleet would “dig the Ger- 
mans out of their holes like rats,” his 
remarks did not greatly impress 
naval strategists, but they certainly 
sounded a note which was popular 
in England. 

One fact, not generally known at 
that time, demonstrated the futility 
of the whole. idea. Most newspa- 
per critics assumed that the bar- 
rage from Dover to Calais was keep- 
ing the submarines out of the Chan- 
nel. That the destroyers, aircraft, 
and other patriots were safely es- 
corting troop ships and other vessels 


across the channel was a fact of 
which the British public was justly 
proud. Yet it did not necessarily 
follow that the submarines could not 
use the Channel as a passage . way 
from their German bases to their 
operating areas in the focus of Al- 
lied shipping routes. The mines 


and nets in the Channel, of which 80 


much was printed in the first three 
years of the war, did not offer an ef- 
fective barrier to the submarines. 
This was due to various reasons too 
complicated for description in an 
article of this brief nature. 

The unusually strong tides and 
rough weather experienced in the vi- 
cinity of the Straits of Dover are well 
known. As one British officer ex- 
pressed it at the time, “our experience 
in attempting to close the straits has 
involved both blood and tears’’—blood 
because of the men who were lost in 
laying the mines and nets, and tears 
because the arduous work of weeks 
would be swept away in a storm of 
a single night. In addition, at this 
stage of the war, the British were still 
experimenting with mines; they had 
discovered gradually that the design 
which they had used ugfto that time 
—the samc design which was used 
in the American navy—had been 
effective. But the process of develop- 
ing new mines in war time had proven 
slow and difficult; and the demand 
of the army on the munition factories 
had prevented the ‘admiralty from ob- 
taining a sufficient number. The work 
of the Dover patrols was a glorious 
one, as will appear when all of the 
facts come to public knowledge. But 
in 1917 this patrol] was not preventing 
the u-boats from slipping through the 
channel. The Straits of Dover, at the 
point where this socalled barrage was 
supposed to have existed, is about 
twenty miles wide. 
between Scotland and Norway is 250 
miles wide. The water in the channel 
has an average depth of a few fath- 
oms; in the northern expanse of the 
North sea it reaches an average depth 
of 600 feet. Mining in such deep wa- 
ters had never been undertaken or 
even considered before by any nation. 
The English channel is celebrated for 
its strong tides and stormy weather, 
but it is not the scene of the tem- 
pestous galeg which rage so frequently 
in the winter months in these northern 
waters. If the British navy had not 
succeeded in constructing an effective 
mine barrier across the English chan- 
nel; what was the elihc -d that suc- 
cess would crown an effort to build 
a mucl greater obstruction in the far 
more difficult wa‘-~3 of the north? 


Barrage Must Be Protected. 

The point which few understood at 
that time was the mere building of 
the barrage would not in itself pre- 
vent the escape of submarines from 
the North sea. Besides building such 
a barrage, it would be necessary to 
protect it with surface vessels. Other- 
wise German mine sweepers could 
visit the scene and sweep up enough 


The passage way: 
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of the obstruction to make a hole 
through which their submarines could 
pass. It is evident that, in a barrage 
extending 250 miles, it would not be 
difficult to find some place ia which 
to conduct such sweeping operations, 
it is also clear that it would take a 
considerable. number of patrolling 
vessels to watch such an extensive 
barrier and to interfere with such op- 
erations. Moreover, we could not 
send our mine layers into the North 
sea without destroyer escort; that is, 
it would be necessary to detach a 
considerable part of our forces to pro- 
tect these ships while they were lay- 
ing their mines. Those responsible 
for anti-submarine operations believed 


-that, in the spring and summer of 


1917, it would have been-unwise to 
detach these anti-submarine vessels 
from the areas in which they were 
performing such indispensable service. 

The overwhelming fact was that we 
needed all the surface craft we could 
assemble for the convoy system. The 
destroyers which we had available for 
this purpose were entirely inadequate; 
to have diverted any of them for other 
duties would at that time have meant 
destruction to the allied cause. The 
object of placing the barrage so. far 
north was to increase the enemy’s dif- 
ficulty in attempting to sweep a pas- 
sage through it and facilitate its de- 
fense by our forces. The impossibility 
of defending a mine barrier placed too 
far Bouth was shown by experience in 
that area of the North sea which was 
known as the “wet triangle.” By 
April, 1917, the British had laid more 
than 30,000 mines in the Bight of 
Heligoland, and were then increasing 
these obstructions at the rate of 3,000 
mines a month. Yet this vast explo- 
sive field did not prevent the Germans 
from sending their submarines to sea. 
The enemy sweepers were dragging 
out channels through the mine fields 
almost as rapidly as the British were 
putting them down; we could not pre- 
vent this, because protecting vessels 
could not remain so near the German 
bases without losses from submarine 
attacks. Moreover, the Germans also 
laid mines in the same area in order 
to trap the British mine layers; and 
these operations resulted in very con- 
siderable losses on each side. 

These impediments made the egress 
of a submarine a difficult and nerve- 
racking process; it sometimes re- 
quired two or three days and the as- 
sistance of a dozen or so surface ves- 
sels to get a few submarines through 
the Heligolaad Bight into open waters, 
several were unquestionably  de- 
stroyed in the operation, yet the ac- 
tivity of submarines in the Atlantic 
showed that these mine fields had by 
no means succeeded in proving more 
than a harassing measure. It was 
estimated that the North sea barrage 
would require about 400,000 mines, far 
more than existed in the world at- that 


time, and far more than all our manu- 
facturing resources could then pro- 
duce within a reasonable period. 

I have already made the point, and 


I cannot make it too frequently, that 
time is often the essential element in 
war—and in this case it was of vital 
importance. Whether a program is 2 
wise one or not depends not only upon 
the feasibility of the plan itself, but 
upon the time and the circumstances 
in which it is proposed. In the spring 
of 1917 the situation which we were 
facing was that the German subma- 
rines were destroying allied shipping 
at the rate of nearly 800,000 tons a 
month. The one thing which was cer- 
tain was that, if this destruction 
should continue for four or five 
manths, the allies would be obliged 
to -surrender unconditionally. The 
pressing problem was to find methods 
that would check these depredations 
and that would check them in time. 
The convoy system was the one naval 
plan—the point cannot be made too 
emphatically—which in April and May 
of 1917 held forth the certainty of im- 
mediately accomplishing this result. 
Other methods of opposing the sub- 
marines were developed which mag- 
nificently supplemented the convoy; 
but the convoy, at least in the spring 
and summer of 1917, was the one sure 
method of salvation for the allied 
sause. To have started the North sea 
barrage in the spring and summer of 
1917, would have meant abandoning 
the convoy system; this would have 
been sheer madness. 


It Couldn’t Be Done. 

Thus, in 1917, the North sea barrage 
was not a ready answer to the pop- 
ular proposal “to seal the rats up in 
their hole.” We did not have a mine 
which could be laid in such deep 
waters in sufficient numbers to have 
formed any barrier at all; and even if 
we had possessed one, the construc- 


tion of the barrage would have de-. 


manded such an enormous number 
that they could not have been manu- 
factured in time to finish the barrage 
until late in the year 1918. Presently, 
the situation began to change. .The 
principal fact which made possible 
this great enterprise was the inven- 
tion of an entirely new type of mine. 
The old mine consisted of a huge 
steel globe, filled with high exprosive, 
which could be fired only by contact. 
That is, it was necessary for the sur- 
face of a ship, such as a submarine, 
to strike against the surface of the 
mine, to start the mechanism which 
ignited the explosive charge. The 
mere fact that this immediate con- 
tact was essential, enormously in- 
creased the difficulty of successfully 
mining waters that range in depth 
from 400 to 900 feet. If the mines 
were laid anywhere near the surface, 
the submarine, merely by diving be- 
neath them, could avoid all danger; 
if they were laid any considerable 
depth, it could sail with complete 
safety above them. Thus, if such a 
mine were to be used at all, we should 
have had to plant several layers, one 


under the other, down to a depth of 
about 250 feet, so that the submarine, 
at whatever depth it might be sailing,, 


would be likely to strike one of these 
obstructions. This demanded such 
an enormous number of mines as to 
render the whole project impossible. 


The Browne Mine. 

We Americans may take pride in 
the fact that it was an ‘American who 
invented an entirely new type of mine, 
and, therefore, solved this difficulty. 
In the summer of 1917, Mr. Ralph C. 
Browne, an electrical engineer of 
Salem, Mass., offered a submarine gun 
for the consideration of Commander 
S. P. Fullerwinder, U. S. N., who was 
then in charge of the mining section 
of the bureau of ordnance. As a sub- 
marine gun this invention did not 
seem to offer many chances of suc- 
cess, but Commander Fullerwinder re- 
alized that it comprised a firing de- 
vice of excellent promise. The bureau 
of ordnance, assisted by Mr. Browne, 
spent the summer and fall experi- 
menting with this contrivance and per- 
fecting it; the English mining officers 
who had. been sent to America to co- 
operate with our navy expressed great 
enthusiasm over it; and some time 
about the beginning of August the bu- 
reau of ordnance came to the conclu- 
sion that it was a demonstrated suc- 
cess. The details of. Mr. Browne’s 
invention are too intricate for descrip- 
tion in this place, but its main point 
is comprehensible enough. Its great 
advantage was that it was not nec- 
essary for the submarine to strike the 
mine in order to produce the desired 
explosion. The mine could be located 
at any depth and from.it a long “an- 
tenna,” a thin copper cable, reached 
up to within a few feet of the surface, 
where it was supported in that posi- 
tion by a small metal buoy. Any 
metallic substance, such as the hull of 
a submarine, simply by striking this 
antenna at any point, would produce 
an electric current, which, instantane- 
ously transmitted to the mine, would 
cause this mine to explode. The great 
advantage of this device is at once 
apparent. Only about one-fourth the 
number required under the old condi- 
tions would now be necessary. The 
mining section estimated that 100,000 
mines would form a barrier that 
would be extremely dangerous to sub- 
mares si over it or through it. 
whereas nder the old g4pnditions, 
about 400)000- would have been re- 
quired. is implies more than a 
mere saving in manufacturing re- 
sources; it meant that we should need 
a proportionately smaller number of 
mine laying ships, crews, officers, 
bases and supplies—all those things 
which are seldom considered by the 
amateur in warfare, but which are as 
essential to its prosecution as the 
more spectacular details. 

I wish to emphasize the fact that, 
in laying such a barrage, our object 
was not to make an absolute barrier 
to the passage of submarines. To have 


done this we should have needed stich 
an enormous number of mines that 
the operation would have been im- 
possible. Nor would such a dense bar- 


rier have been necessary to success; 
a field that could be depended upon 
to destroy one-fourth or one-fifth of 
the submarines that attempted the 


_ passage, would have represented com- 


plete success. 

Another circumstance which made 
the barrage a feasible enterprise was 
that, by the first of the year, 1918, it 
was realized that the submarine had 
ceased to be a decisive factor in the 
war. It still remained a serious em- 
barrassment, and every measure 
which could possibly thwart it should 
be adopted. But the writings of Gere 
man officers, which have been pub- 
lished since the war, make it apparent 
that they themselves realized early in 
1918 that they would have to place 
their hopes of victory on something 
else besides the submarine. The con- 
voy system and the other methods of 
fighting under-water’ craft which I 
have already described had caused 
&\great decrease in sinkings. In April 
of 1917 the losses were nearly 900,000 
tons; in November of the same year 
the losses were less than 300,000 tons. 


Meanwhile the construction of mer- 
chant shipping, largely a result of the 


tremendous expansion of American 
shipbuilding facilities, was increasing 
at a tremendous rate, A diagram of 
these, the two essential factors in the 
submarine campaign, disclosed such 
a rapidly rising curve of new ship- 
ping, and such a rapidly falling curve 
of sinkings, that the time could be 
easily foreseen when the net amount 
of allied shipping, after the subma- 
rines had done their worst, would 
show a promising increase. But, as 
stated above, the submarines were 
still a distinct menace; they were still 
causing serious losses; and it was, 
therefore, very important that we 
should leave no stone unturned toward 
demonstrating beyond a shadow of 
doubt that warfare as conducted by 
these crait could be entirely put 
down. The more successfully we dem- 
onstrated this fact and the more ene 
ergetically we prosecuted every form 
of opposition, the earlier would his 
general morale break down and vice 
tory be assured. In war, where hue 
man lives, as well as national inter 
ests, are at stake no thought whatever 
can be given to expense. It is impos- 
sible to place a value on human life. 
Therefore, on November 2%, 1917, the 
so-called “Northern Barrage” project 
was officially adopted by both the 
American and the British, govern- 
ments.
